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TEXT OF HITLER ARMISTICE 
PREAMBLE OUTLINING AIMS 


BERLIN, June 21 (AP). 

FOLLOWING is the text of the preamble to the German armistice 

conditions read to French plenipotentiaries at Compiegne, France, 
today, by Colonel General Wiilhelm Keitel, chief of the German 
high command. The scene is in the historic railway car, preserved 
as @ memorial, in which Marshal Foch laid down the Allies’ terms 
to the Germans in 1918. 

By the order of the Fuehrer and supreme commander-in-chief 
I have the following communication to make: 


In reliance on assurances given the German Reich by the Amer- 
ican President Wilson and confirmed by the Allied Powers, German 
armed forces laid down their arms in November, 1918. 


Therewith was ended a war which the German people and its 
Government had not wanted and in which the enemy, despite tre- 
mendous superiority, did not successfully in any way conquer the 
German army, navy, or German air force. 


However, at the moment of the arrival of the German armistice 
commission, violation of the ceremoniously given promise began. 
On Nov. 11, 1918, in «this car then began the time of suffering of 
the German people. 

What dishonor and humiliation, what human and material suf- 
fering could be caused had its outlet here. Broken promises and 
perjury conspired against a people which after more than four years 
of heroic resistance had only one weakness—belief in the promises 
of democratic statesmen. 

On Sept. 3, 1939-25 years after the outbreak of the World War 
—England and France again declared war on Germany without any 
basis. 

Now the decision by arms has been reached. France has been 
conquered. The French Government has requested the Reichs Gov- 
ernment to make known to them the German conditions for an 
armistice. 

In the historic Compiegne Forest, designated for the reception 
of these conditions, this is done in order once and for all to wipe 
out by this act of redeeming justice the memory which for France 
was no glorious page in its history but Which the German nation 
has always felt as the deepest humiliation of all times. 

After heroic resistance, France has been defeated and broken 
down in a sequence of bloody battles. 

Germany therefore does not intend to give the armistice con- 
ditions or armistice negotiations characteristics of aspersions against 
an enemy so brave. 

The purposes of the German demands are: 

1. To prevent a resumption of the fight. 

2. To offer to Germany all guarantees necessary for continuance 
of the war against Great Britain, which Britain forces upon Ger- 
many, as well as, 

3. To create pre-conditions for formation of a new peace whose 
essential conté@nts will be reparation of the wrong done to the Ger- 
man Reich by force.

3. A new European peace to follow in which ‘‘wrong’’ 
done to Germany by ‘‘force’’ would be righted.

| G. O. P. Doubt as to Vote. 

| The issue cuts across party lines, 
‘with the Republicans in some doubt 
as to whether they’ should vote 
against corfirmation o. Stimson and 
Knox. The latter, a delegate-at- 
large to the Philadelphia conven- 
tion, turned in his resignation to 
the Illinois State Committee. 

In fact, National Chairman John 
D. M. Hamilton already had taken 
steps to read any defaulting Re- 
publicans, no matter how high in 
party councils, out of the ranks. 
Several weeks ago when the Pres- 
ident was making overtures to 
Knox and Alf Landon, Hamilton is 
known to have wired to all state 
chairmen to ask for their approval 
of drasi:c action against any Re- 
publican who might accept a place 
in the Roosevelt Cabinet. He is 
said to have had an overwhelming 
response in favor of excommunica- 
tion for any and all mavericks. 

Republican Senators debated the 
delicate question among themselves 
with the probability that a number 
may vote against confirmation of 
Roosevelt’s two new appointees or 
refrain from voting. Yesterday’s 
appointments lend color to the sug- 
gestion contained in a Post-Dispatch 
story on Tuesday that the Presi- 
dent may choose a Republican for 
his running mate if he decides to 
be a candidate for a third term. He 
would run on a fusion ticket, ap- 
pealing for support on a non-par- 
tisan basis. 

Day of Surprises. 

Yesterday was a day full of dra- 
matic surprises. It was perhaps 
the first time in his life that Roose- 
velt has ever actually fired any- 
one close to him. 

He called Secretary of War 
Woodring to the White House and 
told him he wanted to appoint 
Stimson in his place. Woodring 
who has stoutly resisted efforts to 
force him out of the Cabinet by in- 
direction, hints, bribery of other of- 


stressed, although never publicly, 
the peril to this country should the 
British fleet be turned over to the 
Nazis in surrender. . 


Stimson at New Haven offered 
a seven-point program for the Unit- 
ed States, ocncluding with a de- 
mand for universal compulsory 
military service. 


“I believe that if we use our 
brains and curb out prejudices,” 
Stimson said, “we can, by keeping 
command of the sea, beat her (Ger- 
many) again as we did in 1918.” 


There is a kind of ironic fitness 
in Stimson’s return to Washington 
after a decade of appeasement and 
defeat, for it was while he was Sec- 
retary of State that the British in 
1931 first began their policy of 
yielding to force. Stimson sought 
to apply sanctions to Japan for 
her Manchurian aggression in co- 
operation with the League of Na- 
tions but the move failed when 
the British would not go along. 

“In his great war speech in 
1936 at Chautauqua,” Clark said on 
the Senate floor yesterday, “Presi- 
dent Roosevelt warned us against 
the day-to-day decisions that lead 
to war. This is the man who will 
make those day-to-day decisions. 
This is the selection of a War Cab- 
inet. 


“Therefore without any reflec- 
tion at all on the character or ca- 
pacity of either of these men I 
shall vote against their confirma- 
tion. I will not vote for a War 
Cabinet. It will not vote to make 
the Democratic party a war party. 
I will not follow the Democratic 
party as a war party.” 


Clark recited the record of his 
family as Democrats, telling the 
Senate that his great-grandfather 
had voted for Jefferson electors in 
1796. “No Clark ever scratched a 
ticket,” he said. 


The most impassioned rejoinder 
to the isolationists came from Sen- 
ator Maloney (Dem.), Connecticut, 
who charged C ark, Wheeler atnd 
Holt with spreading disunity at a 
time of crisis.

Criticism of Stimson Talk.

PAYMENTS DELAYED 


Some Who Agreed With Gov- 
ernment on Price Get Only 
Part of Money. 


Some owners of property taken 
by the Federal Government last 
August for the riverfront memorial 
site have not yet’ received full pay- 
ment for their holdings, although 


Government have 
agreed on the purchase price. Fed- 
eral officials declared to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
the delay was unavoidable in the 
routine of thorough handling of 
the task. 

No summary was available to 
show the number of instances of 
delayed completion of payments, 
the amount of money thus held up 
or even the general extent of the 
condition. However, an inquiry by 
Paul O. Peters of the Citizens’ Non- 
partisan Committee disclosed sev- 
eral instances. 


Tells St. Louisans U. 8S. Should The Abraham Fur Co., now at 


628 South Sixth street, agreed on 
a price of $25,000 for property at 
200 North Main street, but has 
been paid only about $16,000, its 
attorney, Louis Kawin, told _ the 
reporter. In reply to his letter to 
the Attorney-General’s office at 
Washington, trying to collect the 
balance, he related, he received a 
statement saying merely that the 
matter was held up for fulfillment 
of “certain conditions” by the Gov- 
ernment, without telling what the 
conditions were. 

Complaint Over No Interest. 

Kawin expressed the opinion that 
the delay was the fault of the 
Washington office, not the Govern- 
ment’s local attorneys, and said he 
felt sure the money would be paid 
eventually, but complained because 
no interest was paid. He added 


that the company had delayed 16 | 
days in vacating the property last | 
August and had had to. pay the’ 


Government $50 rent. 


It was the practice to charge 
rent for occupancy of buildings on 
the site after the time set for re- 
moval. Interest is not paid on de- 
layed- balances of ~urchase prices 
where delays are under court or- 
ders for partial distribution, but 
6 per cent interest is allowed in 
cases where the tentative prices 
paid into the Federal Court regis- 
try are less than those finally 
agreed on.

for property at 24 South Main but 
a spokesman for the firm said they 
had gotten only $7500 so far.

Is this not tantamount to a declaration of war? 
Col. Knox publishes the Chicago Daily News, a 
paper renowned for its news gatherers. But day 
after day Col. Knox prints Page 1 editorials of the 
most incendiary nature about the European war. Last 
Monday Col. Knox sharply criticised the Republicans 
of Ilinois for adopting a platform proposing that the 
United States keep itself clear of European quarrels 
and bloodshed! Does this not mean that Col. Knox 
favors the opposite point of view? 

The point need not be labored that both Stimson 
and Knox share the President’s views regarding 
American participation in the European war. 

With what shall we participate? This tragic ques- 
tion has not been answered to anyone’s satisfaction 
by Roosevelt, Stimson or Knox. 

It is a notorious fact, set out by the Senate Naval 
Committee, Gen. Johnson, Representative Ross Col- 
lins, Gen. Hagood and many other experts, that we 


are unprepared to adage" shores, much less 
fight in Europe. 


The President’s sudden concern about the War and 
Navy departments comes late in the day. He has 
for many months permitted a state of anarchy to exist 
in the War Department. Secretary Woodring, a small- 
town banker from Kansas, was a lame-duck appointee. 
He got the job after he was beaten for re-election as 
Governor of his State. His feud with Assistant Sec- 
retary Johnson has been a national scandal, and it 
must have had disastrous results so far as the ad- 
ministration of the War Department is concerned. 
As Secretary of the Navy, Roosevelt originally ap- 
pointed the aged and ailing ex-Senator Swanson, who 
finally died. He then permitted a vacancy in the 
office to exist for many months, and finally named 
Charles Edison, a sick man, who now has resigned 
to become a candidate for Governor of New Jersey. 
What sort of executive is Roosevelt to permit the 
War and Navy departments to be so badly admin- 
istered at a time like this? His neglect is worthy of 
a Chamberlain. 

But now, on the eve of the Republican convention, 
Roosevelt appoints two Republicans to his Cabinet. 
This is just too slick to deceive anyone. There is 
such a thing as a man being too clever. Under the 
guise of promoting national unity—which already ex- 
sits to a remarkable degree so far as preparedness is 
concerned—he is trying to confound his politica] op- 
ponents by forming a coalition government. 

There is no situation confronting the United States 
justifying a coalition government. That is a step 
called for only in the most dire emergency. What 
we need now in the War and Navy departments is 
not two intensely interventionist politicians, but two 
corkingly good administrators and production experts 
who know how to spend the billions Congress has 
voted for defense—men like Knudsen and Chrysler, 
Lindbergh and Rickenbacker, men who know how to 
make the wheels go around and how to get a dollar’s 
worth of value for a dollar’s worth of money. 

The recent behavior of the President of the United 
States is exceedingly untrustworthy. Great man that 
he is, Roosevelt has apparently been swept off an 
even keel by the agonizing events in Europe. 
Congress, under the circumstances, has a grave 
duty to perform. Let it not shirk that duty—which is 
to prevent the President from plunging us into the 
European war. 
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WHY ALL THE BICKERING? 


At noon yesterday, the Motion Picture Operators’ 
Union struck against the Fanchon & Marco chain. The 
ground assigned is that Fanchon & Marco has re- 
fused to drop suits totaling $275,000 for alleged in- 
jury to business while the theaters were being pick- 
eted last fall and winter. 

The theaters were picketed because they chose to 
operate with men who were aligned with John Nick 
and his dictatorial rule of the union, and because 
they were unfriendly to the men who ousted Nick 
and who have now been legally confirmed as cus- 
todians of the union charter, 

Is not the public sick of the squabble between the 
union and Fanchon & Marco? Is it not unsympathetic 
with any action which seeks to penalize the union 
for a strike it considered a part of its long, hard and 
finally successful fight to oust the racketeers? 
Would not Fanchon & Marco be well advised, from 
the public-relations point of view, to drop the suit? 
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WE ARE NOT ALONE. 


Somehow the impression has been spread that the 
Midwest is alone in its stand against American in- 
volvement-in Europe’s war.

So we of the Midwest, in saying the same thing, 
are not a voice crying in the wilderness, 
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NO BONANZA IN DEFENSE. 

With black disaster roaring across Europe on the 
treads of 80-ton tanks and the wings of 300-mile-an- 
hour bombers, the United States must be armed— 
armed against any and all eventualities, and armed 
in the shortest possible time. 

This task is perhaps the greatest which we, as a 
nation, have ever undertaken. It calls for a united 
effort. All the resources of this country must be mus- 
tered and utilized with the greatest wisdom. We ab- 
solutely must get full value for every cent we spend. 

In this light, the revelation of Senator Walsh of 
Massachusetts that the navy is prepared to guaran- 
tee a profit of 10 per cent on one billion dollars’ 
worth of pending shipbuilding contracts is nothing 
short of scandalous. It is true that the Vinson-Tram- 
mel Act places a limit of 10 per cent on contracts of 
this type. However, this is a marimum—not a guar- 
anteed minimum on contracts signed without com- 
petitive bidding. 

We have said it before, and we now repeat with 
all the emphasis at our command, that the nation’s 
dire necessity must not be turned into a golden har- 
vest for a plunderbund of profiteers. 

There has been half-baked talk in quarters high 
and low to the effect that this emergency must pro- 
duce no new “millionaires.” We do not agree with 
that. Confiscatory taxes might well stifle initiative. 
If anyone can perfect a super-weapon that will in- 
sure the dominance of our armed services, he should 
be entitled to the rewards of his resourcefulness. 
That is the American, the democratic way. 

By the same token, it is utterly un-American and 
un-democratic for the navy to enter into non-com- 
petitive, guaranteed-profit contracts with a few fa- 
vored manufacturers. It should, and must, get the 
best ships and guns and planes at the lowest pos- 
sible cost. That kind of peak efficiency calls for 
competitive bids just as long as there is more than 
one manwfacturer or builder in the field. 

Profit should not be the primary consideration. It 
is not sentimentality to talk about sacrifice, too. The 
taxpayers will be compelled to make sacrifices. Labor 
will be called on for increased efforts as the program 
develops. Capital, too, should be ready to carry its 
share of the Lurden—especially when the whole pro- 
gram is designed to defend its very existence. It 
has a right to a reasonable profit. It should not 
expect a bonanza. 
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PUZZLE FOR POLITICAL SHERLOCKS. 
These are strange and confusing times, and no- 
where more so than on the political front. 
For today we see a host of people who have 
been Roosevelt-haters these last seven years, now 
suddenly throwing up their hats and cheering lustily 
for the President’s policy toward foreign affairs. 
They have criticised and opposed every one of the 
social reforms of the New Leal. But now, they ex- 
press gratification that such a man as Mr. Roosevelt 
is in the White House “to show those dictators that 
we mean business,” and some of them even sign man- 
ifestoes urging the country to declare war at once. One 
of the President’s most severe critics, a man who cam- 
paigned vigorously for the vice-presidency against 
the President’s ticket only four years ago, who ar- 
raigned the New Deal in every speech and article, has 
just swung over so far as to become a member of 
Roosevelt’s Cabinet.

HE Gallup pulse-feelers tell us that 96.3 
T ver cent of the American people do not 

want to go to war. That percentage 
constitutes a majority. The majority of the 
people in this country, therefore, do not 
want to go to war. They do not like war 
and they wish to continue in their present 


On the other hand, there are some who have 
supported all or most of the administration’s meas- 
ures, and could not on any account be classified 
as anti-New Deal, but who today—and the Post-Dis- 
patch is among them—view the President’s foreign 
policy with the gravest of misgivings. They fear 
that these reckless tactics may result in a plunge 
over the brink that will undo the social achievements 
for which the New-Deal has labored since it took 
office. And they unhesitatingly denounce Mr. Roose- 
velt’s newfound friends as out-and-out war hawks. 
Never has the American political scene had so 
swift an overturn. It is a process that would make 
an absorbing thesis subject for some Sherlock Holmes 
of politics, 
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The palm for the best political wisecrack of the 
week must go to Representative Joshua L. Johns, 
Wisconsin Republican, who invented the slogan: 
“Draft Roosevelt and he’ll draft you.” 
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PETAIN TO THE PEOPLE OF FRANCE. 
Premier-Marshal Henri Petain may not be in- 
scribed among the greatest figures in the long history 
of France, but he will always be one of its most 
poignant. As the hero of Verdun, he was overshad- 
owed by Foch. In this new war, he was called to 
head the civil Government only in time to plead with 
Hitler for an armistice. 

Yet his simple explanation to the French people 
of the defeat of their armies reached the heights of 
grandeur. He told them against what terrible odds the 
Western armies had been fighting. 

“Today France is a witness to sad days,” said 


occupations—pumping gasoline into automo- 
biles, manufacturing crankshafts and writ- 
ing speeches about the President. 


The minority of 3.7 per cent thinks we 
should go to war. Why does this minority 
think we should go to war? To save de- 
mocracy. What is democracy? Democracy 
is (among other things) majority rule. The 
minority therefore wants to make the 
majority do what the majority vigorously 
declines to do. It seeks to accomplish this 
in the name of saving majority rule. But 
that is absurd. 


When, the other day, a splendid Ameri- 
can woman wrote a letter to Congress de- 
manding that it declare war, she must 
have known that the majority of the people 
are opposed to entering the war. She asked 
Congress, therefore, to betray the majority 
which had elected it. She asked Congress 
to do what the people do not want it to do. 
What difference can it make to the little 
fellow painting a barn whether he is sent 
into war against his will by Hitler or sent 
into war against his will by Congress? It 
does not seem to me that imitating Hitler’s 
habit of not asking the people is the way to 
save democracy. 


When you discover that you are out of 
step with the majority, there are several 
things you may do. You may move to anoth- 
er country. You may decide that the majority 
is a fool, a decision which Hitler reached a 
number of years ago. You may decide to de- 
vote yourself to re-educating the majority. 


Yet perhaps the most valid reaction of all 
is to decide that maybe there is some sense 
to what the overwhelming majority of the 
people wants; in fact, that helping the 
majority to get what it needs and wants is 
among the better reasons for functioning as 


Petain. “I was with you in your days of glory. I 
am and will remain with you in your days of sad- 
ness.” Tragedy comes full circle when a man must, at 
the age of 84, announce so crushing a defeat and 
tell his people that it is the price they paid for 
happiness. “Since of victory,” he said, “a sense of 
enjoyment has predominated over the sense of sacri- 
fice.” 

In blunt words: European civilization has advanced 
so far that it sanctions only the life of the sword 
and the camp. It can no longer afford the poet or 
the painter, the chef working wonders in his kitchen, 
or the skilled artisan tending the flowers in his lit- 
tle garden in the twilight while his wife and his 
children play on a bit of sward. It offers only 
“cruel battle at the dawn.” 

This is the appalling bitter truth on the Continent 
today. If it remains the truth, how long before tour- 
ists from the Antipodes will be staring at the ruins 
of Europe as once Americans gazed on the Acropolis 
and the Forum of the Caesars?

I think this clears the air sufficiently to 
permit the hoarse whisper of “Order!” to 
be heard again in the land. This country 
is not going into war within the predictable 
future. That is a fact, countersigned by 
the majority and indorsed by the accident 
that we are in a presidential year, which 
compels both parties to talk peace. So we 
must shape our future around the fact that 
we are not going into war very soon. 

In this setting, the cry that we should 
enter the war leads only to a side-bar argu- 
ment, off the track of our country’s imme- 
diate future. It upsets our balance and dis- 
torts the face that we present to the world. 
It is an emotion-letting. It makes it just 
so much harder for us to construct the 
plan that niay save the values of democ- 
racy in this world. The realists have to 
listen while the emotionists have it out 
before they can go to work. 

There is one plan for aiding the Allies 
which has been approved by the majority 
of the people. It is that we make and sell 
supplies, with all possible speed. American 
firms are building, for the Allies, an enor- 
mous gunpowder factory in Tennessee, ca- 
pable of producing 50,000,000 pounds of 
smokeless powder per year. They are set- 
ting in ‘order a 14-acre plant in Pencoyd, 
Pa., for producing armaments. We are 
supplying the Allies with many millions of 
tons of steel. We are sending planes, in 
increasing numbers, to Canada. The peo- 
ple favor these steps. 

The point that makes the people hesitate 
is that they wonder whether these steps 
are preparations for war, and not merely 
efforts to help the Allies so that we may 
stay out of war. If the people were con- 
vinced that leaders who sincerely desired 
peace were promoting this physical aid to 
the Allies, such aid could be increased 
many fold. 

It is by raising desperate doubts as to 
motive in the minds of the people that the 
hysterics, more than any others, hurt the 
cause they seek to favor. That is one of the 
strange things that happen when one takes 
it on himself to outsmart the multitude. |

NOW MAY START 
COAL PROCESSING 


St. Clair County Already 
Has Tentative Plans for 
Plant to Supply St. Louis 
Market. 


Plans for a coal processing plant 
to be built and operated by St. Clair 
County to produce a smokeless fuel, 
under authority of a law approved 
yesterday by Gov. Henry Horner 
of Illinois, have not progressed 


beyond the tentative stage, the 
Post-Dispatch learned on inquiry 


day. : 

Poker M. Boyles, St. Louis con- 
sulting engineer who, with Milton 
M. Kinsey, has been making the 
initial inquiries, told a reporter 
that work on the undertaking 
should move faster, now that the 
legal right to erect the plant has 
been established. 

The object is to convert the 
emoky soft coal, mined in large 
quantities in St. Clair County, as 
in much of Southern Illinois, into 
a fuel acceptable for domestic or 
industrial hand firing under the 
new St. Louis smoke elimination 
ordinance. Unprocessed soft coal 
may be used in the city now only 
in mechanical firing equipment. 
The new Illinois statute permits 
counties in that State to build 
and operate processing plants. 

No decision has been made by 
St. Clair County as to the method 


\. of processing to be adopted, a site 
mor the size of the establishment, 


hence the cost has not been esti- 
mated. B. C. CcCurdy, County 
Highway Superintendent, has been 
gathering construction information 
on the proposal for the County 
Board of Supervisors, or adminis- 
trative body. 

Feasibility of selling revenue 
bonds, which would be issued by 
the county to pay for the plant, 
has been under investigation by 
Stifel, Nicolaus & Co., a St. Louis 
brokerage firm. The bonds, which 
could be issued without vote of the 
people, would be backed solely by 
the income of the plant. A spokes- 
man of the brokerage concern ex- 
pressed the opinion that the bonds 
would be marketable. Such bonds 
have been sold elsewhere, especial- 
ly in the Middle West, to finance 
toll bridges and some other en- 
terprises. 

The Illinois law was introduced 
by Representative Calvin D. John- 
gon of Belleville, with the idea of 
retaining the large St. Louis coal 
business for St. Clair County and 
protecting the jobs of many miners. 


NAVY BOMBERS END LONGEST 
ROUND-TRIP MASS FLIGHT 


Thirteen Bombers Arrive at Hono- 
lulu After 5000-Mile Trip 
From Manila. 


HONOLULU, June 21 (AP).— 
Thirteen long-range navy patrol 
bombers arrived at Pearl Harbor 


late yesterday after a 5000-mile 
flight from Manila. 

They carried 109 officers and 
men who flew 14 other planes to 
Manila and brought back for over- 
hauling the 13 bombers which had 
been engaged in neutrality patrol 
duty.

Ship passengers said a not*ce 
posted at the United States con- 
sulute at Bordeaux warned that 
“American citizens taking passage 
on the vessel are advised that each 
must, of course, assume the risk of 
the journey for himself and that 
the Government of the United 
States can make no guarantee as 
to the safety of the voyage.”

Your personality 
always inter-acts with your disease, Many people resolutely zo 
on about their duties, for instance, ignoring actual signs of 
heart impairment. They*may really have organic heart trouble 
but will refuse to give up their active work, when they actually 
ought to do so. 

Others, like Hulda, may have no organic trouble at all. But 
they can subconsciously, if not even consciously, parade all the 
symptoms of an organic disease, and ¥mmediately become in- 
valids. I have seen them simulate epilepsy, deafness, blindness, 
heart trouble, and even insanity, when there wasn’t a bit of 
real evidence to support such diagnoses. 
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IN OUR LARGE cities the “ambulance chasers” have devel- 
oped quite a racket, built upon such malingerers. Unscrupulous 
lawyers, without enough legitimate practice to make ends meet, 
will quickly get in touch with every accident case. They soon 
“sell” the injured person on the fact that he is probably much 
more seriously hurt than the doctors tell him. They frighten 
him by wild tales about “internal injuries which don’t show up 
for years and years.” = 

Sometimes people who have nothing but a few superficial 
scratches, will begin to develop all sorts of supposed ailments of 
an internal sort until they are bedridden or hobbling about on 
crutches. They seldom get well until a financial settlement or 
the Supreme Court has disposed of the case.

MANY PEOPLE are suffering from such induced ailments 
which are subconsciously developed to further an ulterior end. 
Hulda’s heart attacks happen to be purely psychologica) in 
nature. She had a real “heartache” at the thought of losing 
her only son to a young woman. This “heartache” quickly be- 
came synonymous with “heart trouble,” which diverted atten- 
tion from its psychological origin, producing sympathy and 
solicitude, plus deferred marriage dates. 

We call this malingering, or subconscious feigning of an 
ailment.

HE question of how a hostess 
Toon prevent a man who is her 

guest from paying for incident- 
al expenses, and at the same time 
avoid his resentment, is a _ prob- 
lem that has naturally increased 
since the beginning of leap year. 
This letter is typical: 
friend and I have invited two boys 
to go with us to a dance to be giv- 
en by our club. We are buying 
the tickets beforehand, but what 
can we do if after the dance some 
of our other friends suggest that 
the four of us join them and go 
to have a bite to eat on the way 
home? This is what we all usual- 
ly do, and each boy always pays 
for his own girl friend. In our 
case, May we pay for the boys? 
They are really our guests but we 
think it might embarrass them to 
have us do this, But they have 
very little money and if they 
couldn’t pay the check don’t you 
think that would be worse? And so 
the question is, ought we to say 
that we don’t want to go anywhere 
to have something to eat? This 
wouldn’t be true, of course.” 


To this I would say that if these 
boys are not experienced in the 
ways of the world, they will cer- 
tainly feel belittled by having you 
pay the check for them. But there 
are several things that you can 
do. First, follow the practice of 
older hostesses and ask one of the 
boys to be the banker for the eve- 
ning. That is, when you start out, 
you hand him the four tickets to 
the dance, and at the same time 
hand him some money and say 
that your mother or your father 
(depending on which one it was) 
has given you this for the expenses 
of the evening.

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What Causes 
Fat People To 
Get that Way?

HERE is a lively controversy 
[| among specialists on the subject 

as to whether obesity is due to 
what they call an endogenous or ex- 
ogenous factor. This means in plain, 
langauge, whether people are fat 
because they eat too much or 
whether they are fat because they 
are built that way. Being teilt that 
way may mean the influence of the 
endocrine glands or some X facto- 
or constitutional tendency thit 
makes them store food. 

The argument is not so simple aa 
it sounds. Fat people will tell you 
tearfully that they do not eat as 
much as thin people and that they 
can't reduce by dieting. We know 
that some ductless gland sub 
stances, such as thyroid, will cause 
people to lose weight even if they 
maintain the same diet. 

On the contrary, we have the evi- 
dence of experiments that have 
been made in different clinics all 
over the country that if you fix a 
fat person so he can be on a con- 
trolled low diet, which is carefully 
measured so that he can’t cheat, 
he will lose weight without the use 
of any ductless gland substances to 
help. 

The most famous case, I think. is 
the Ann Arbor one where a man 
who weighed something like 509 
pounds was reduced to 187. True, 
it took two or three years, but 
there still remains the fact that he 
did reduce by diet alone. It simply 
ee us that fat is removed slow- 
y. 

It seems to me convenient to re- 
solve the argument by pointing to 
an age difference. I think by and 
large, perhaps with some _ excep- 
tions, people over the age of 40 are 
fat because they eat too much and 
people under the age of 15 are fat
